STAFVERFELDT, THE OPFICIAL OF SPRI WHO IS ORGANIZING THE 
TRIP. IT IS APPARENT PROM OUR CONVERSATIONS THAT THE GROUP 
HAS RELATIVELY LITTLE EXPERIENCE IN ORGANIZING SUCH STUDY
